JPK assassinatio n subcoairiitt ee. My left leg was giving me pain and I'd made an appointment 
for the end of the xxxxxg xa morning' at GHA. Enough pain sc I was on crutches. Onl-^no cabbie 
risked stopping for a fare at the bus station in D.G. It tooK me 3240 minutes of agonizing 
standing, on the crutches, before one did stop. I spent the painful morning in a painfully 
unsuccessful effort to talk Schweiicer out of the four nutty theories he liked. I did debunk 
them all but he liiied them an:n-/ay. When he the pain I was in he ;)honed GHA and told the 
doctor ^'d be late and wiiy and_ thejs' he had Marsden drive me there. The doctor gave me viiiat 
he described as a sure-fire aM very psiinful test for thrombophlebitis and said that was 
not my problem. 1 % gave me a nitrofuran. wliich was of no value, and said if tlie pain did not 
go away in a week to ret'um. But Wiien he got to thiriking about he he called me beSore the 
week was up, told me to return, and that liappened to coincide with Bella Adzu^j's desire for 
me to help her prepare for h£;nrings on compliance with POIA and the archives in jiarticular. 
Her legislative assistant, to be able to talk to me, came out and we tallced as he drove me 
to GILi. It did prepare for a deceni hearing. GHA&s -ur. Haimonfl 'f'omer examined me again and 
said I did have thrombophlebitis anc. to go over to the GW iiospit 2 il, a little more than half 
a long city block to the admissions desk.

I 
finally had to sit on the pointy concrete lev; decorative fence or something- like it and 
continue to signal the cabs that would not stop. After quite some time this giant of a young 
man came up to me aad asked my name. He'd phoned '^im Lesar to asiC if he k;ould help in any 
say and Jim stint him to rescue me. He asked how he could help arid I told him to go inside 
the Giiii building and €teal a aheelchair. did, and tirat is how I got to the hospital. 

Late - he would come up anu ■'/isit with us 2 ^and go over materials. Once he stayed 
about three weeks. When he v;as out of college and moving from home v;e gave him some furniture 
we didn t need. After tiiat lost track of him except that h«5 ' d come up from time to time 
■•'.'ith sorae daring adventure to report. Onck nas bugyjLng some mafia guys with a tliin macliine 
in his pockejr. ^ had a clee.r tape but it was of no real meaning. Then he started getting 
odd jobs of more or lesfj|inves';igating and again I lost track until suddenly there he was 
with an Enmj'- for Ms investigative reporting. I'm glad to have seen the credit saying he 
is an investigative reporter for PiiS now.
